This plant has thick leaves that contain 
a cool substance to relieve the pain and 
inflammation of sunburn. Break off part 
of a leaf and rub gently onto your sun- 
burned skin. If you do not have a plant 
nearby there are many aloe vera based 
skin products. 


2. Baking soda bath 


Add half a cup of baking soda to a luke- 
warm bath and allow your body to soak. 
The baking soda cools the burn to relieve 
irritation and pain. 

Instead of

bing, allow your body to air dry. 


3. Apple cider vinegar 


Vinegar has many healing properties 
including antibacterial and antiseptic. Use 
a cotton swab or a cotton ball to rub apple 
cider vinegar on your sunburned areas to 
prevent chafing and peeling. 


4. Tea bags 


After you make some tea, let the tea 
bags cool. The tea can be used as a com- 
press to detoxify your skin and reduce in- 
flammation. 


5. Cold cream 


This is a commercial product but help- 
ful to cool the pain of a sunburn. Cover 
the sunburned areas in a thick coat to 
soothe the burn and moisturize the skin.
